FINDS FEW HEROES 

Carnegie Fund in Small Demand 
Among the French 

PARIS, March 19. -Journal official 
publishes the report addressed to the 
•oinister of the Interior by M. Loubet, 
luinwr President of the republic, as 
president of the Carnegie Hero Fund 
for France. 

Tills lund, established by a gift of 
$1,01)0.000 in l lilted Stalls Steel bonds 
made by Air. Carnegie to the French 
nation on July 23, 1909, began opera¬ 
tions seven months later, when a pres¬ 
ident and committee were nominated. 
The committee, At. Loubet reports, ex¬ 
amined oil December 2, 1910, tla* re¬ 
quests that had been received since 
the initiation of tin* lund. These re¬ 
quests were found to number 250, but 
the great majority were not in accord¬ 
ance with the principles laid down by 
Air. Carnegie, many being simple re¬ 
quests for assistance and others relat¬ 
ing to acts of courage or devotion ol 
no striking character. < >f the 250 only 
eighty-two were recognized. 

M. Loubet notes that the existence 
of the fund does not seem to lie sufll- 
cientty well known to allow it to carry 
out the founder's intention ' fully, al¬ 
though the circular of the last Minister 
of the Interior dated February I, 1911. 
produced satisfactory results, lie re¬ 
marks that it is generally a member 
of the committee or the secretary who 
mis drawn attention to praiseworthy 
act suitable for recognition. At. Lnu- 
bet expresses regret at this state ol 
affairs. as he is convinced that many 
ornvo acts escape recognition and 
many catastrophes are passed over 
where* consolation might be ottered. 

The eighty-two who have been rec¬ 
ompensed have received four gold med¬ 
als, seventeen silver medals and sixty- 
one bronze medals. 'I he committee has 
especially striven to recognize acts ot 
Heroism performed by* children by al¬ 
lotting them a weekly sum after the 
age of ig, or a security only negotiable 
on their coining of age or opening a 
savings bank account for them or by* 
enabling them to receive a better edu¬ 
cation than they Could otherwise have 
obtained. 

M. Loubet adds that In accordance 
with Air. Carnegie’s Intentions annual 
allowances can lie renewed and ean 
also be withdrawn in ease of unworthy 
conduct by the holder. The committee 
mis laid to act on Mils last provision 
and withdrawn one grant. 

Details of the eighty-two recom¬ 
penses granted during eighteen months 
follow M. I/outlet's report. title of the 
lour gold medals was allotted to Mine. 
Meshy, widow of Dr. Mesuy, whose he- 
roic death lighting the plague at Klinr- 
oiti was described in tilt* Sun at tile 
.lino. Sue also received $5,000. An¬ 
other went to Alt be Richard (received j 
an award of $200) for saving lives j 
when the autobus fell over a bridge ; 
into the Seine at Paris. Tile Abbe es¬ 
caped through a window, drew several 
persons to safety on the roof and 
worked until exhausted to save others. 

Major Duperthuls, who dived ten 
times into the River Marne to save one 
of his soldiers, received a gold medal, 
but no pecuniary reward. Lastly a 
medal was given to the sixteen-year- 
old schoolboy Raymond Alarmlesse. 
who although severely bitten by a mad 
dog refused to release the animal for 
fear It would bite others until means 
were found to kill It. He was also 
awarded $2fl» and the committee in¬ 
tends to interest itself in Ills future 
education. 

The list of other awards bears evi¬ 
dence of the committee's desire to rec¬ 
ognize bravery in the young. A boy of 
12 Is rewarded for saving a child of 9 
from drowning, another boy of 13 re¬ 
ceives a silver medal, $10t), $G(l to pre¬ 
pare for Ids entrance to a school and 
$10 a month during Ills apprenticeship 
until lie is IG for the rescue of a child 
of 10. A little girl of G receives a 
bronze medal and $24 for saving a two- 
year-old child from the flames and a 
second little* girl of G receives a bronze 
medal and $40 for saving a child of 
2Vi from certain death under an auto¬ 
mobile. 

At tin* other end of the scale comes 
M. Pltoizet, who although over so , 
plunged Into a stream to save a child ; 
from drowning. In all $2,170 has been 
granted in yearly allowances which 
can he renewed and $13,934 has been 
given In grunts, the largest bring $5,- 
000. These figures show that little 
more than n quarter of one year's In¬ 
come has been expended, although the j 
fund has been In existence two and a j 
half years. 


JUDGES DON’T AGREE 

CORONA CITY TREASURER WINS 
CASE LIKE ONE LOST BY 
OUR TREASURER 

Judge Densmore of Riverside county 
last week rendered a decision in a case 
similar to that brought by the city of 
Sierra Aladre against City Treasurer 
Lelimer in which tile position taken 
Was just the opposite to that taken by 
Judge Murphy in the Lelimer ease. 
Judge Murphy decided Lehmer is en¬ 
titled to only one per cent of the 
money handled by him, to be taken as 
it is received. Judge Dcnsmore de¬ 
rided that the treasurer of flic city of 
Corona Is entitled to two per c ent, one 
per cent as the money is rec eived ami 
one per cent as it is paid out. Tile 
two cities are governed by the same 
provision of the state law. 'This makes 
two superior court decisions against 
one* In California cm the same point, 
Judge Denstnore being in the minority. 
Sierra Madre’s “city treasure,” us he 
Giglis his title, is reported to be much 
eiated over the Corona decision, as 
supporting his contention. Rut lie is 
Inclined to regret that he does not live 
in Riverside county where he might 
have achieved a different result in bis 
mvii ease. However, he apparently 
does not have sufficient confidence in 
the Justice of his contentions to cure 
to take tlte case to u higher court in 
view of the emphatic rebuke give n him 
in Judge Murphy's opinion.

ANNUAL RAISIN DAY 

Raisin Diet Will Be Made a Feature 

for Last Day of April 

"California Raisin Day,” inaugurated 
three years ago, will be celebrated 
again this year on the thirtieth day 
nt April. Raisin Day has now become 
an annual affair and there is hardly 
a part of the United States where 
raisins are not eaten on this occasion. 

It was inaugurated three years ago 
by the raisin growers of California and 
the Southern Pacific company and 
everybody In the country, on the thir¬ 
tieth day of April, became afflicted 
with ''raisinetis." Throughout the en¬ 
tire country the railroads prepare 
special menus for their dining cars, 
all of which contain some dish whicn 
nas fur one of the ingredients, raisins. 
The committee in charge of the affair 
tliis year are planning for the issu¬ 
ance * of 40,000 posters and window 
cards, 100,000 post cards and approxi¬ 
mately 2,000,000 stickers. 

These will he distributed throughout 
the country and it is also planned to 
have raisin exhibits in the largest 
< Hies in the country, prizes to be 
awarded in each city for the best ex¬ 
hibit. The Southern Pacific company 
has arranged for the distribution *>f 
many of the posters and other ad\ er- 
tising matter anil are requesting all of 
the railroads in the United States to 
again co-operate by placing special 
raisin dishes on llielr menus of April 
30th. 

"Flat Raisin Bread'' was one of the 
slogans of Raisin Day two years ago 
and it will be adopted again this year. 
The most prominent chefs in San 
Francisco competed in a raisin bread 
contest two years ago, the cook in tlte 
United States Naval Training School 
winning the prize for the best loaf of 
raisin bread. In that city, and through¬ 
out California and cither western states 
it has been the custom of the mei*- 
c bants to present packages of raisins 
to their customers on this day.

Dim Past 

Certain customs in vogue at the 
present day, such as shaking bands 
or offering the left arm to a lady, are 
of considerable antiquity. It is said 
that Phoenicians Introduced the for 
raer habit into Britain, and that upon 
the shores of Mounts liaj many a 
bargain in tin between Eastern mer¬ 
chant and Cornishman was ratified by 
this method of clasping hands. 

Certain other customs no less widely 
observed have come down to us from a 
later period, says the London Globe, 
and yet one sufficiently remote. In 
mediaeval times he who shook hands, 
whether in salutation or as a defens¬ 
ive measure —retaining the sword liana 
while some treaty was living arrange)/ 
—must needs strip off his steel gaunt¬ 
let. 

Ho at the present time men pud oil 
their right hand glove before snaning 
hands with a lady. The wearing ot 
glove or gauntlet, indeed, at one peri¬ 
od was something of a challenge in it¬ 
self; thus no men wore gloves in me 
presence ol royalty, an ansiiee which 
indicated also absence of hostile id- 
tent 

A similar idea in all probability ac¬ 
counts for till* habit of showing cour¬ 
tesy by lifting or removing me nai. 
Only when no danger threatened wouia 
a warrior in olden days venture to 
stand uncovered; in the royal pres¬ 
ence was safety—thus ran the culva.ric 
code and therefore each knight who 
drew near king or emperor swept on 
nis helmet, showing that he dared to 
stand uncovered. Helmets, as time 
went on, were exchanged for less war¬ 
like forms of headgear, but the c„s- 
lom, becoming general, oulliveu m. 
cnanges, and remains unto this nay 
the principal method of showing rev 
I t-rence. 

The age of chivalry has left its mar., 
j upon several customs. Sword, he.me/. 
I gauntlet—the fact that tnese were 
once part of the necessary equipment 
of knight or gentleman colors om 
nabits even now. 

Still a man oilers a lady his left a/m, 
a practice which recalls time- wiiei. 
escort yvas by no means solely a mat¬ 
ter of politeness, but when in order i 
; guard against sudden attack n wa- 
necessary to have the sword arm tree. 

Still when a stranger calls to. t./e 
iirst time he sends in his card, putt.) 
no doubt in order that his name am. 
possiule business may be made cu-ai. 
out partly also because in olden days 
ne who desired entrance to palace oi 
castle must send some token as a war¬ 
rant of peaceful intent. 

This token was perhaps a. ring or 
i some jewel known to tile lord >>i tin 
castle, which yvould serve as a guar¬ 
antee for the sincerity of its bearer: 
in a less artistic age the stranger w/.o 
desires admission contents bimseli 
with u slip of pasteboard whereon lu- 
name is printed in black letters. 

The visiting card indeed is the un¬ 
doubted descendent of that ring ot 
piece of parchment which often ot>- 
1 tallied f/»r its possessor admission int* 

| the mediaeval castle. Today the moat 
may be gone, the drawbridge too, mo 
I armed retainers no longer peer over 
the battlements with arquebus or hal¬ 
berd in suspicious readiness, bat tin- 
front door often acts as an efficient 
| moat and retainers need not be armen 
in order to prove reiiellent.

GETS A FINE 

MRS. LUND CALLED INTO COURT 

Recorder Perry Assesses Penalty Un¬ 
der Ordinance Protecting Plants 
and Trees in Parkways 

Airs. H. H. Lund was (ined five dol¬ 
lars and costs by Recorder Perry on 
Thursday for digging up poppy plants 
from the parking adjoining L. E. 
Steinberger’s property on Sunnyside 
avenue. Complaint was sworn to by 
Mr. Steinberger who had found Mrs. 
I/Und and one of her employes remov¬ 
ing a row of poppy plants which he 
j had tended with considerable care, 
j There yvas no dispute as to the facts, 
j Airs. Lund's attorney merely claiming 
| she did not know the law was being 
violated or that the plants had been 
set out. 

The case will serve as a warning to 
others regarding this ordinance, this 
being the first prosecution under its 
terms. It plainly makes it a misde¬ 
meanor to remove any plant, shrub or 
tree planted in any* public street or 
parkway Efforts to beautify property 
and adjoining streets require every 
possible protection from those who, 
intentionally or otherwise, violate the 
law.
